Democracy vs. Dictatorship 


Out of the welter of financial and economic difficulties and problems 
now troubling a confused world,—and which are directly or indirectly the 
outcome and aftermath of the Great War,—there has emerged one great 
question which now begins to overshadow all others, because all others are 
bound up in it. That question may be summed up in the words: Has 
Democracy failed? Are democratic forms of government incapable of suc- 
cessfully dealing with conditions as they now exist in most countries and in 
the world at large? 


The Great War, we were told, was a war to end war; a war to save 
civilization; a war to protect democracy from autocracy. Nevertheless ir 
actual results as we see them throughout the world today, there is now more 
talk of war than there was in the early months of 1914: there are more 
people who question whether civilization was saved, or can be saved; there 
is more of the autocratic in government than was the case during a half 
century before the war. 


The question, therefore, that most naturally ig disturbing the minds of 
all thoughtful people is: Whither are we drifting? What is to be the out- 
come of the present drift? Is it impossible under democratic forms of gov- 
ernment to solve present problems, and, in order to solve them, is it neces- 
sary that new systems and forms of government be set up? 


Four great nations are today under openly acknowledged dictatorships, 
~—Russia, Italy, Germany and Austria. Parliamentary institutions are either 
wholly abolished or suspended in all these countries. Under stress of existing 
financial and economic emergencies, greater powers have been granted to a 
Democratic President in the United States by a Congress under control of 
the Democratic party than were even dreamed of a few years ago. In Can- 
ada certain emergency powers have been conferred upon a Conservative 
Government, while in Great Britain a union of members of all parties exists 
under the name of a National Government. 


There is, however, this difference as between Russia, Germany, Italy, 
Austria, and the United States, Canada, Great Britain, that whereas in the 
first four named countries parliamentary government is, for the time being 
at least, abol‘shed, in the latter named countries Parliaments still retain full 
control of the situation and can at any time withdraw the powers granted by! 
them to their respective governments, 

It would, however, be idle to deny that there is an under-current of 
opinion existing in the ranks of all political groups to a greater or less de- 
gree that present representative forms of government have not measured 
up as well as it was expected they would, should and could, to the needs 
of the time. As a result, intelligent men and women are asking whether the 
fault lies in the free democratic system itself, or whether it lies rather in 
the failure of those who for the time being are the leaders and representa- 
tives of the people under that system to adequately meet the responsibilities 
and discharged the duties imposed upon them. 

One writer in a Western magazine discussing the rise of dictatorships in 
Europe, says: “Those who are out-and-out democrats, and who believe in par- 
liamentary government, will regret.this relapse, but it is evident that it is 
only under certain conditions that democracy is the wisest and safest form 
of rule. When people are controlled by passion or prejudice, or when they 
are ignorant or stupid followers of custom, they are unfit for self-govern- 
ment. When they are thoughtful and intelligent and have a high regard for 
justice and equity, they may be trusted to manage their own affairs.” He 
concludes: 

“The moral of all this for Canada is very obvious. She is worthy of par- 
liamentary rule so long as wisely-chosen parliaments intelligently exercise 
their powers, but when these are indolent or the cat’s-paw of controlling in- | 
terests, then there is bound to be agtiation for reform.” | 

In other words, the question is: Are the people themselves measuring up| 
to their individual and collective responsibilities? The conclusion seems to! 
be that it is not the democratic system of representative government that is| 
at fault, but the use which the people themselves are making of that system 
in governing themselves. 

At election times when as a people we are choosing our representatives 
in Parliament, and through them placing a Government in power over us, 
are we acting intelligently, or are we swayed by passion or prejudice, or 
blindly following a charted course without thinking for ourselves or giving 
heed to what we are doing? 

It is never safe in life to make great decisions when we are not in a 
normal state of mind. It is as unwise to make such decisions when we are on 
the mountain-tops of prosperity and laboring under an undue optimism; it is 
equally dangerous and unwise to make them when in the deep valleys of de- 
pression and controlled by a warped pessimism. The marking of our ballots 
should be directed, not by our emotions, but through the application of our 
thinking powers. 

Dictatorships mean the loss of liberties now enjoyed, but if as a people 
we do not show our appreciation of those liberties by using them properly, 
then we are not deserving of them. Dictatorships are dangerous. If the na- 
tions of the world resort to dictatorships there is bound, sooner or later, to| 
be a clash between this dictator and that dictator. Dictators must have their 


way, or they cease to be dictators, and when the desires of two or more of | 


them come into conflict the people under their authority and control will 
suffer. 

If we cherish our present democratic institutions of government, if we 
want to retain them, we must as a people prove ourselves worthy of them. 
We must think for ourselves and act intelligently. Otherwise some person 
will arise and assume to himself the autocratic power to think and act for us.

Modern Project Planned 


Air Line Across Sahara Desert Is 
Alm Of France 

With only 24 hours from the heart 
of Europe to the heart of the Sa- 
hara, French experts are drawing 
plans for a Saharan Air Service in- 
stead of concentrating on the Trans- 
Saharan Railroad, which yet may 
take years to complete. 

The success of several aviation and 
automobile missions to various points 
of the Sahara both from Morocco and 
Algiers, has convinced the French 
Government officials interested in 
central African development that the 
Haison between metropolitan France 
and the African colonies can be ac- 
complished easiest by air. 

The Trans-Saharan Railroad Com- 
mission has made exhaustive studies 
of the probable and possible routes, 
but these plans still are in dispute 
because of the more recent and very 
accurate findings. 

The advantages of automobile and 
aviation routes are apparent in that 
sudden tactical surprises, or hereto- 
fore unknown developments in cli- 
mate, or geological aspects, may be 
overcome by a simple change of the 
route. 

‘French civil aviation authorities 
still are working on plans for the 
Trans-Saharan Air Line. In fact, the 
1934 budget contains an appropriation 
of ten million francs for Trans-Afri- 
can studies, which would provide for 
an air route joining France and the 
desert with other contiguous lines 
over North Africa.

This new treasure comes from at-} 
tempts to answer the question, “How 
deep is the Ocean?’ as well as, “What 
is in the Ocean Deeps?” The answers, 
so far, are incomplete. But that re- 
vealing contributions have been made 
to the store of human knowledge is 
certain. Still, the survey from the 
“Caroline,’’ which includes studies in 
the physics, chemistry and marine 
and plant life of the waters north of 
Puerto Rico, covering an area extend-' 
ing from Santo Domingo to the Vir-| 
gin Islands, has only begun. 

Under the direction of Dr. Paul 
Bartsch of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, the exploration, pursued for two 
months has been made possible by the 
joint effort of a group of scientists 
and the co-operation of Eldridge 
Reeves Johnson, who contributed the 
use of his yacht and financed the as- 
sembling and installation in it of spe- 
cial equipment and apparatus. 

This winter’s exploration was in 
reality in the nature of a sampling 
expedition. Primarily it was planned 
for the purpose of determining what 
scientific equipment was needed for a 
detailed survey which is to continue 
through four winters. Actually much 
more was accomplished. The Caroline 
gathered many specimens of deep-sea 
plant and animal life. 

The region just north of Puerto 
Rico is interesting for one reason, 
among others: it is the deepest known 
part of the Atlantic. Depths in excess 
of five miles have been found (the 
greatest one, the Blake Deep, being 
28.300 feet), and yet greater ones 
near by may be discovered. Modern 
electric sounding equipment by means | 
of which waves of sound are flashed | 
into the deep to be echoed back from 
the bottom and automatically record- 
ed was lent by the navy to check old 
records or establish new ones.

If out of the present conditions men 
and women learn to refrain from buy- 
ing that which they cannot pay for at 
the time, good will follow evil in 
every department of life. “Terms 
cash” are words that should appear 
at the bottom of sales of all kinds of 
merchandise, as well as at those of 
farm stock and implements. What a 
happy place would Canada be today 
had we all learned to “pay as we go.”

According to the London reports, 
agreement was reached at the Anglo-

Although the Lindbergh journey 
was undertaken largely to survey 
landing-field facilities in Greenland, 
the decision of the Anglo-Canadian 
authorities is said to favor direct 
overseas flights between Newfound- 
land and Ireland, without touching 
foreign soil. Stops in Greenland would 
of course, involve the co-operation of 
the Danish Government. 

The reported plans for the all-Bri- 
tish route seems to be in consonance 
with the most recent developments in 
the matter of aircraft cofstruction. 
The Pan-American Airways, which 
Colonel Lindbergh represented, is 
building six large flying boats with 
a range sufficient to span the Atlan- 
tic.—Toronto Globe. 


Working For Peace 


British Foreign Secretary Tells About 
Nation’s All-Round Policy 

Sir John Simon, British Foreign 
Secretary, told financial London at a 
luncheon the other day that. Britain's 
all-round foreign policy possessed 
qualities that would contribute migat- 
ily to a peaceful solution of current 
problems. ‘‘We have tried to conduct 
our affairs,” he said, ‘on a basis that 
we mean to maintain, so far as we 
are concerned, on friendly relations 
with all the world. We mean to make 
no select or special alliance which is 
bound in its turn to provoke some 
counter combination. We mean every- 
where to support all policies and all 
movements in all countries that are 
honestly aiming at the restoring of 
that thing, impalpable in itself, but 
so necessary for the recovery of com- 
merce—credit and confidence.”

Explanations and Comments 

Paul’s Exhortation To Unity, 1 Cor. ! 
1:10-18.—In Paul's first letter to the 
Corinthians after his salutation and 
words of thanksgiving (verses 1-9), 
Paul takes up the report that has 
come to him of contentions in the 
church at Corinth and appeals to 
them to be of one mind. “I beseech 
you, brethren, through the name of 
our Lord Jesus,” he wrote—a name 
that should be a reminder to them 
of their oneness as His disciples— 
“that ye all speak the same thing,” 
that is, make up their differences, 
“and that there be no divisions 
among you.” Paul is urging not uni- 
son, but harmony.”

Ottawa, Ont.—The gyrations of the 
United States dollar are being viewed 
here with mixed feelings. The situa- 
tion affords some measure of relief to 
Canadian debtors whose bonds are 
pwned in the United States; but, on 
the other hand, one consequence is 
the lowering, to the exact extent of 


the depreciation, of the tariff pro-| 


tection at present afforded to Cana- 
fian industrialists. 

In government circles the dollar's 
movements are being closely follow- 
ed. It was indicated that if the mar- 
gin between the currencies of*Canada 
and the republic broadens out much 
more the government will invoke the 
power it already possesses under the 
Customs Act and will impose a dump- 
Ing duty on imports from the United 
States. 

Whether governmental action will 
take the form of fixing a proclaimed 
value for the United States dollar and 
collecting as a dump the difference 
between this and its depreciated value 
remains to be seen. 

So far as Canadian debtors are 
concerned, the relief afforded them is 
in the abolition, due to the premium 
enjoyed by the Canadian dollar, of the 
sums, additional to interest rates, 
which had to be paid in order to bring 
these rates up to the level of New 
York funds at a time when the United 
States dollar was at a premium. 


Investigating Oil Prices 


Result Of Preliminary Probe Will 
Govern Further Inquiry 


Ottawa, Ont.—Exxamination into 
the oil situation in Canada is under 
way. by officials of the combines in- 
vestigation branch of the Department 
of Labor on charges by Mayor David 
Croll of Windsor, that gasoline com- 
panies were enhancing pfices and 
throttling competition. 

Costs and production figures for 
gasoline and crude oil, various re- 
ports in the hands of the Department 
and other material are being exam- 
ined. On the completion of this pre- 
liminary investigation, decision will 
be made as to whether or not furth- 
er detailed enquiry should be made,

The substitute 9,000-ton cruisers 
would have increased armament, 
which presumably means they will 
have more numerous six-inch guns 
than the smaller vessels they replace, 
rather than have eight-inch guns, the 
cruiser maximum. 

Sir Bolton emphasized the British 
government did not contest the right 
of other powers to build up to a 
treaty strength if they wished. It 
was recalled, however, Britain sug- 
gested when the recent U.S. _pro- 
gramme was announced that it might 
be unfavorable to the progress of dis- 
armament. 


Fair Prices For 
Products Of The Farm 


Prices That Would Be Fair To The 
Farmer, Distributor And 
Consumer 

Ottawa, Ont.—The importance of 
securing fair prices for agricultural 
products was stressed by Hon. H. H. 
Stevens, Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, in the course of an address 
to the eastern Ontario branch of the 
Canadian Society of Technical Agri- 
culturists here. 

Mr. Stevens suggested that tech- 
nical agriculturists might draft a 
detailed policy for Canadian agricul- 
ture and periodically suggest mini- 
mum prices for agricultural products 
of number one quality.

Ireland Plans New Industry 


Iden Of Free State Government 
Would Help Farmers 

A new industry which will give a 
great stimulus to potato farming is 
to be launched by the Irish Free 
State Government. 

It proposes to create a £5,000,000 
State development fund to finance 
the beet sugar manufacture at Thur- 
les, Tuam and Mallow, and also to 
start the manufacture on a commer- 
cial scale of alcohol from potatoes. 

It is claimed that alcohol for in- 
dustrial purposes, or even for con- 
version into a potent spirit like 
brandy, can be obtained from pota- 
toes at the cost of 6 pence a gallon. 

It is also hoped to obtain from the 
potatoes which bulk so largely in 
Trish agriculture, motor-car spirit, 
dyes, and fuel for spirit lamps. 

The plan is to set up, through the 
Free State, factories where the pota- 
toes would be pulped and fermented, 
and the industrial alcohol distilled 
from it. The distilleries would be in 
the centre of the potato-farming 
areas. % 

The alcohol can be put to a variety 
of uses. It will be mixed with petrol 
for use in motor cars. Its volatile 
oils will be used in scents and its 
resins and lacquer products used in 
connection with the new plastic and 
coach-building industries which the 
Government is anxious to stimulate. 


Not New Phenomenon 


Making Enemies Is Characteristic Of 
German Diplomacy 


Noel Panter, British correspondent 
at Munich who was put in prison 
for describing heavily armed Storm 
Troopers in a Hitler review, symbol- 
izes not only the efforts to throttle 
the press in the Reich and foreign 
newspaper men ag well, but the ob- 
stinate, almost cheerful, Hitlerite de- 
termination to make as many enemies 
as possible in the rest of the world. 

This is not a new phenomenon. It 
has been characteristic of German dip- 
lomacy, in many respects, for sixty 
years and has caused incalculable 
harm to the German nation. Hitler 
tells his people that they are “ringed 
about by foes’ and proceeds to make 
more enemies for Germany at every 
turn with his idiotic persecution of 
the Jews; the toleration, until lately, 
of attacks upon peaceful foreigners in 
Germany and now this persecution of 
a reporter who, in describing merely 
what he saw, has “injured” the Hitler- 
ites by adding a few new facts to the 
growing accumulation that shows 
they really are turning Germany into 
an armed camp.—New York Evening 
Post.

Used At Montreal When Late King 
Edward's Birth Was Celebrated 


A program printed on silk, of the 
fireworks display held on the ice in 
the St. Lawrence River in front of 
Montreal on the night of February 
10, 1842, to celebrate the birth of the 
Prince of Wales, later King Edward, 
has been presented to the McCord 
National Museum, McGill University, 
by Mrs. George Ahern of Montreal. 

Judging from the finely printed list 
of events the celebration must have 
been a magnificent affair, as the fire- 
works included: “A Yew Tree With 
Fixed Star and Illumination,” “Fig- 
ure of Eight Mluminat “Two 
Splendid Chinese Fountains” and 
“New Moon With Fixed Stars.” The 
Royal Salute was fired by the Mon- 
treal Royal Artillery, according to the 
program, which concluded with “‘God 
Save the Queen.”
